Southern  Baptist  Seminary,  Louis¬

USHINGTC 
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A  three-day  tour  of  Baptist  mis¬ 
sions  in  Cuba — to  be  held  immedi¬ 
ately  following  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  meeting  in  Miami, 
Fla.,  in  May — has  been  announced 
by  Dr.  H.  C.  Goerner,  professor 
of  missions  at  The  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Theological  Seminary,  Louis¬ 
ville,  Ky.  * 

Dr.  Primitivo  Delgado,  pastor 
of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Ma¬ 
rion,  Va.,  will  assist  Dr.  Goerner 
with  the  tour.  Dr.  Delgado  is  a  na¬ 
tive  of  Cuba  and  will  serve  as  in¬ 
terpreter  for  the  group. 

Dr.  Goerner’s  plans  call  for  a 
group  of  150  persons  to  leave  Mi¬ 
ami  by  Pan-American  Airways  on 
Saturday,  May  17.  The  return  trip 
will  be  made  on  May  20.  Sightsee¬ 
ing  in  the  vicinity  of  Havana  has 
been  planned. 

A  bus  trip  of  approximately  200 
miles  is  scheduled.  The  trip  will 
include  stops  at  Baptist  churches 
and  mission  points  in  several  towns 
and  cities.  Time  for  brief  fellow¬ 
ship  services  with  the  Cuban  Bap¬ 
tists  will  be  afforded. 

This  will  be  Dr.  Goerner’s  third 
visit  to  Cflba.  He  conducted  a  post¬ 
convention  week-end  party  of  more 
than  200  persons  in  1946,  when  the 
Convention  met  in  Miami. 

The  1952  group  will  be  limited  to 
150  persons,  Dr.  Goerner  said.  He 
has  estimated  that  tour  costs — in¬ 
cluding  round-trip  fare,  three  days 
and  nights  in  one  of  Havana’s  bet¬ 
ter  hotels,  and  the  bus  trip — will 
total  approximately  $60  00.  Reser¬ 
vations  may  be  made  by  contacting 
Dr.  Goerner,  2825  Lexington  Road, 
Louisville  6,  Ky.

It  was  a  democratic  membership 
at  Shandoo  Baptist  Church,  Colum¬ 
bia,  S.  C.,  that  voted  a  50-50  divis¬ 
ion  of  gifts  between  lpcal  expenses 
and  the  Cooperative  Program. 

Mrs.  Clyde  Helms,  wife  of  the 
pastor,  reported  that  the  budget 
committee  suggested  a  budget  of 
$59,000  for  1962  ,a  $6,000  increase 
over  that  for  1951.  Then  the  finance 
committee  raised  the  proposed  bud¬ 
get  to  $61,000. 

At  the  next  Wednesday  night 
prayer  meeting,  a  newly-elected 
deacon,  who  was  a  member  of  the 
finance  committee,  told  the  group 
that  although  he  had  approved  the 
budget  he  had  not  felt  right  about 
the  amount  for  the  Cooperative 
Program.  Although  it  had  been  in¬ 
creased  by  $2,000,  the  percentage 
had  actually  been  decreased.  Dis¬ 
cussion  followed. 

Upon  a  motion  made  and  car¬ 
ried,  the  church  voted  to  go  50-50 
instead  of  raising  the  Cooperative 
Program  amoul  by  two  or  three 
percent. 

Mrs.  Helms  said,  “Everybody 
agreed  to  leave  the  budget  as  it 
was,  except  for  the  Cooperative 
Program,  which  should  equal  what¬ 
ever  we  thought  we  needed  for  our¬ 
selves.” 

When  the  matter  was  presented 
to  the  entire  church  the  following 
Sunday,  a  man  said,  “I  was  never 
out  of  financial  trouble  until  I 
started  to  tithe;  and  since  starting 
to  tithe,  my  family  has  not  been  in 
fiancial  difficulties.”  Another 
said,  “Amen.”  Then  the  people 
began  volunteering  to  tithe. 

Only  one  question  was  raised; 
“What  shall  we  do  if  our  budget 
is  not  pledged?"  The  answer  was: 
“Give  50  per  cent  of  all  we  take 
in  to  the  Cooperative  Program  and 
adjust  our  local  expenses  as  may 
be  necessary.”  The  vote  was 
unanimously  us  favor  of  the  new 
budget. 

The  budget  for  1952  is  $86,450,  as 
compared  with  $50,218  to  1951. 
There  were  956  signed  pledges 
with  85  people  yet  to  be  seen  when 
this  report  was  made. 

“We  are  a  very  happy  church,” 
exclaimed  the  pastor’s  wife.

When  we  study  the  problems  in¬ 
volved  in  getting  God's  men  over 
into  God's  work,  we  find  that  many 
Christian  men  are  already  settled 
in  a  pattern  of  living  which  leaves 
little  or  no  time  for  God  and  his 
Work.  These  men  are  too  busy!  To 
work  for  their  Lord  would  involve 
their  changing  the  pattern  of  their 
lives;  and  the  idea  of  change  is  not 
pleasant.  To  such  men  we  would 
say: 

“GET  OUT  OF  THE  GROOVE." 

Habits  and  patterns  are  hard  to 
break;  and  the  Devil  knows  it.  So, 
if  the  Devil  can  possibly  bring  it 
to  pass,  he  will  gradually  work  a 
man  into  a  pattern  of  living  which 
involves  ALL  the  man’s  life,  and 
settle  him  in  this  pattern;  and  then 
oppose  strenuously  any  effort 
which  threatens  to  change  the  pat¬ 
tern 

The  Devil  cannot  rob  a  Christian 
man  of  his  salvation.  So  his  efforts 
toward  the  Christian  must  be  de¬ 
signed  to  keep  the  Christian  from 
doing  any  effective  work  for  the 
Lord.  The  sad,  sad  truth  is  that  he 
succeeds  with  many,  many  of  God’s 
people. 

Jesus  says  to  His  people,  “Fol¬ 
low  me.”  And  to  follow  Him  is  to 
get  out  of  the  Groove!  Jesus  wants 
to  establish  us  in  “paths  of  right¬ 
eousness,”  so  that  our  pattern  of 
life  will  be  fixed  entirely  inside 
Hus  blessed  will  for  us. 

PITY  THE  MAN  WHOSE  PAT¬ 
TERN  OF  LIFE  IS  FIXED  OUT¬ 
SIDE  GOD'S  WILL! 

An  alert  Christian  will  be  con¬ 
stantly  on  the  watch  for  the  Devil's 
tricks  to  get  him  (the  Christian) 
into  grooves  which  will  channel  his 
energies  away  from  God's  will  and 
God's  work. 

A  Christian  who  is  spiritually 
■sleep  has  already  arrived  at  the 
state  where  his  business,  his  lodge 
meetings,  his  avocational  pursuits, 
his  pleasures,  and  his  habits,  have 
filled  his  life  completely  full  of  ac¬ 
tivities  which  have  crowded  God 
out. 

Now  there  is  no  compromise  be- 
tween  being  asleep  and  being 
•wake.  An  alert  Christian  will  want 
ALL  his  life  placed  within  the  will 
of  God.  But  a  Christian  who  is 
willing  U>  keep  any  area  of  his  life 
from  God  is  beginning  already  to 
fall  into  a  spiritual  sleep  from 
which  he  may  never  really  awaken 
until  his  life  is  done  on  this  earth, 
*nd  every  opportunity  to  serve  the 
Lord  in  this  life  is  gone  forever. 

The  author  of  this  article  has  on 
many  occasions  been  struck  by  the 
difficulty  of  getting  the  vast  ma¬ 
jority  of  church  members  to  do 
any  real  work  in  behalf  of  the  Lord 
and  His  church.  The  reason  is  that 
most  of  God’s  people  are  living 
out  a  pattern  of  life  that  has  no 
room  nor  time  for  working  for  God. 
Many  can’t  attend  a  revival  faith¬ 
fully  because  there  is  no  place  in 
their  life-pattern  which  will  allow 

them  to  come - no  time  in  their 

life — pattern  to  give  to  the  Lord. 

Of  course  there  are  many  Chris¬ 
tians  who  have  allowed  a  little  time 
on  Sunday  to  attend  a  service  or 


so;  but  they  can't  do  anything  for 
the  Lord  bet  wen  Sundays;  and  all 
they  can  ever  do  is  to  come  to 
church.  Their  lives  are  fixed  in  a 
series  of  grooves  which  hold  them 
powerless. 

And  they  will  continue  to  be  with¬ 
out  power  as  long  as  they  stay  in 
the  grooves  of  spiritual  uselessness. 
To  get  out  of  these  grooves  requires 
a  strong  exercise  of  the  will  and 
a  course  of  positive  action.  It  isn't 
a  pleasant  experience.  (The  devil 
will  make  it  very  unpleasant  in¬ 
deed!)  But  there  are  joyful  com¬ 
pensations  which  will  carry 
through  this  life  into  God's  eter¬ 
nity! 

A  Christian  will  profit  immeasu¬ 
rably  if  he  will  deliberately  exam¬ 
ine  his  pattern  of  life,  and  tear 
from  it  every  activity  which  gets 
inthe  way  of  God's  will.  A  Chris¬ 
tian,  with  the  wisdom  of  God  which 
God  has  promised  to  those  who 
ask  for  it.  (James  1:5),  can  delib¬ 
erately  order  his  life  within  God's 
will.  He  can  build  a  pattern  of  life 
Which  will  keep  him  busy  within 
God’s  will,  and  make  bis  vocation¬ 
al  work  just  a  part  of  his  over-all 
service  to  the  Lord. 

Then  he  will  really  begin  to  live!

Dr.  I.  N.  Patterson,  Southern 
Baptist  Missionary  to  Nigeria,  was 
made  an  officer  of  the  Order  of  the 
British  Empire  New  Year’s  Day. 
The  honor  was  conferred  by  the 
King  of  England. 

The  king  made  23  awards  to  Ni¬ 
geria  this  year  and  only  one  went 
to  an  American.  Two  African  min¬ 
isters  of  the  Anglican  Church,  a 
British  Methodist  missionary,  and 
Dr.  Patterson  represented  the 
Christian  forces  in  the  list. 

This  is  not  the  first  time  Sou¬ 
thern  Baptists  have  been  honored 
by  the  King  of  England.  Mrs.  Car¬ 
rie  G.  Lumbley,  founder  of  the 
Baptist  Girls’  School  of  Abeokuta, 
was  given  the  M.  B.  E.  (Member 
of  the  Most  Excellent  Order  of  the 
British  Empire)  when  she  retired 
in  1928  after  29  years  of  outstand¬ 
ing  service. 

In  1935  medals  were  given  to  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  George  Green  and  Mrs. 
E.  G.  MacLean  for  outstanding 
service  in  connection  with  the  Sil¬ 
ver  Anniversary  of  King  George 
V’s  accession  to  the  throne. 

Dr.  George  W.  Sadler,  secretary 
for  Africa,  Europe,  and  the  Near 
East  for  the  Foreign  Mis'sion  Board, 
says  the  honor  bestowed  upon  Dr. 
Patterson  is  the  highest  that  has 
come  to  any  Southern  Baptist  mis¬ 
sionary  from  the  King  of  England. 

“It  is  a  tribute  to  the  wonderful 
cooperation  of  American  mission¬ 
aries,  African  Christians,  and  sup¬ 
porters  in  the  homeland,  who  since 
1936  have  increased  our  mission¬ 
ary  personnel  from  28  to  143,  and 
have  with  the  help  of  God  built  the 
most  aggressive  and  rapidly-grow¬ 
ing  bit  of  Christian  work  in  Ni¬ 
geria.”

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THE  WHOLE  COUNTRY  HAS 

recently  been  challenged  by  the 
expulsion  of  seven  doctors  from  a 
Roman  Catholic  hospital  staff  in 
Poughkeepsie,  New  York,  because 
they  would  not  conform  to  a  Cath¬ 
olic  Church  canon  in  respect  to 
birth  control  as  permitted  by  forty- 
six  states  of  the  Union  and  defend¬ 
ed  by  all  the  Profestant  ministers 
and  rabbis  of  Poughkeepsie.  The 
most  condemnable  phase  of  this 
situation  is  that  this  sectarian  hos¬ 
pital  has  received  large  sums  of 
tax  funds  from  the  United  States 
government.  In  the  face  of  this 
public  support  and  its  boasted 
claim  to  make  no  sectarian  tests, 
it  yet  enforces  a  church  canon  on 
non-Catholic  doctors.  Curiously 
enough  the  Roman  Church  dares 
to  keep  on  pressuring  for  public 
appropriations  out  of  tax  funds 
while  applying  many  other  of  its 
church  canons  on  non-Catholics 
who  serve  in  its  hospitals.
